South American experts have 
not overlooked the one-sidedness 
of the Soviet deal, though their 
peoples may be unaware. While 
the United States pays five cents 
a pound for Cuban sugar, the 
Russians buy it for three 
the world price. 


Yet. here we are caught in a 
trap of our own contradictions. 
We have not paid the premium 
price entirely out of regard for 
Cuba. The State Department, 
which has wanted to assist the 
Cubans, could do so only because 
the powerful beet-sugar lobby in 
the western states went along 
with the idea.. There is a surplus 
of sugar. It could sell in the 
super markets of America for a 
third less than the present price 
if it were not for our economical- 
ly foolish protective tariff. 


If willing, we can say to the 
Castro government that we will 
buy half their sugar at the Rus- 
sian price, which has so delighted 
them. If simultaneously we gave 
quotas to other sugar-growing 
countries at the world price, we 
would make some headway in 
trade good will. But, the Con- 
gress would see the beet-sugar 
lobby hysterically demanding 
that the taxpayers 
protect their beets.

DAMASCUS, Syria (‘#) — Presi- 
dent Nasser accused Israel Mon- 
day of ordering mobilization and 
massing troops on the tense 
Syrian frontier, scene of recent 


“Declarations are being made 
that the situation in the Middle 
East is deteriorating,” the United 
Arab Republic’s president told a 
rally called to celebrate the sec- 
ond anniversary of the Egypt- 
Syria union. He was referring to 
U.N. Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold’s recent statement that 
the Middle East situation is 
worsening. 

“But while these declarations 
are being made,’’ Nasser contin- 
ued, ‘Israel is massing troops and 
has declared mobilization of its 
armed forces.” 


(There has been no official mo- 
bilization order from Israel). 


Nasser in effect told the United 
States, Britain, and France to 
stand clear of the dispute between 
Israel and its Arab neighbors. 


He said their tripartite declara- 
tion of 1950 guaranteeing Middle 
Eastern frontiers against attack 
“‘was buried in Port Said’’ in 1956 
when the British and French at- 
tacked the Suez Canal Zone.

President Eisenhower has begun his 
Latin American journey and written on 
his banner is this device: “A shield of 
peace and an anchor of free-world se- 
curity.” 

This is an era of personal negotia- 
tions and diplomacy. No longer is it 
enough to work through the old estab- 
lished channels. 


After Puerto Rico, which may in the 
years ahead become our 5lst state, come 
Brazil, Argentina, Chile-and Uruguay. 

The President's visit will be beneficial. 
But its effects will not endure unless it 
is followed by deeds. The Communists 
are gaining in the labor unions of Latin 
America. There must be economic and 
educational assistance of a practical na- 
ture to assist those who believe in and 
wish to maintain representative govern- 
ment. 

The rising tide of nationalism en-

Announcement that Georgia colleges 
received 10 million dollars in gifts last 
year from federal grants, from founda- 
tions and from individual and corporate 
gifts is. encouraging news on the higher 
education front.

Emory received grants of $4,050,560, 
to top the list.

Dear Dr. Molner: What 
causes low blood sugar?—M. E. 


A letter from one reader with 
this trouble described herself as 
being “‘the meanest person alive’ 
at times. 


Such meanness can result from 
low blood sugar. In another in- 
stance a patient was on the verge 
of being sent to a mental institu- 
tion before the low blood sugar 
was discovered and treated. 


That case, mind you, was ex- 
ceptional. The symptoms more 
often are less severe, but all the 
same they add up to a vast 
amount of misery. Hence, it is 
very much to the point, in cer- 
tain types of cases, to test the 
blood sugar level. 


a 


We all have a certain amount 
of sugar circulating in the blood 
stream. It averages about a tea- 
spoonful, but it varies widely, 
varies. more, perhaps, than any 
other Constituent in the blood. 


The amount varies depending on 
our activity, in relation to meals, 
and of course in relation to the 
amount of insulin. Insulin is es- 
sential for proper utilization of 
the sugar by the cells of the 
body. Too little insulin, and the 
sugar piles. up and we have high 
blood sugar—diabetes. Too much 
insulin, and the sugar is used 
up too fast, and we have low 
blood sugar. 


Why too much insulin? One 
cause is rare: A tumor in the 


pancreas, causing production of 
too much insulin. The other cause 


is relatively common, and is what 
we call “functional hy pogly- 
cemia.”’ It is found rather fre- 
quently. 


Sugar is necessary for energy. 
The brain is entirely dependent 
on it for nutrition; other areas, 
in part. The result.is that low 
blood sugar can cause fatigue, 
weakness, irritability, hunger, 
headaches. Some victims (because 
of the above symptoms) are called 
neurotic. Apparently the problems 
of life, bringing tension, anxiety 
and deep emotional reactions, are 
tied in with the stuation. A good 
many people wth ulcers are found 
to have low blood sugar. Some- 
times low thyroid activity is in- 
volved. 

Thus treatment requires more 


than one thing. Stabilizing the | 
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emotions is distinctly important; 
so is correcting any underlyng 
defect, lke a “lazy thyroid,” 
anemia, etc. 


Diet is important, too. Very— 
although not all—important. You 
might think the answer would be 
to eat lots of sugar.

Prince Hubertus is in Atlanta 
to speak to students at Emory 
University and to the Atlanta Ki- 
wanis Club. “It is good to be in 
Atlanta today to speak of demo- 
cratic Germany. In 1941, when I 
taught at Emory, I was an exile 
predicting that someday there 
would be just such a democratic 
Germany,” he said.

He said some people have told 
him the fact that there are only | 
a few Nazis today doesn’t mean 
they won't later pose a threat. | 
“There were only a few in the 
1920s, they remind me,” he said.

“In the ’20s, people didn’t know 


where it could lead. Now they 
know. Also, democracy is a going 


concern in Germany now; it

This can be proved, Prince Hu- | 
bertus continued. “The Nazi 
movement came out in the open | 
then.

EXPLORING INTRIGUES | 

Prince Hubertus said he was 
certain the Communists were ex- 
ploiting—and possibly even insti- | 
gating —the neo-Nazi intrigues 
‘The extreme rights and extreme 
lefts are birds of the same feath- | 
er” he said. The only way the} 
neo-Nazi can hope to get any- | 
where at all, he said, is by “an| 
internal Ribbentrop-Molotov pact.”
